Btepbeo Mortis Hullo, a wall-knawn 
resident of tbto vicinity, died at bto 
boms, comer of Essex avenue and Ben¬ 
son street, about nine o'oioek Thursday 
evening, after a month's Illness from 
a complication 0T diseases 

Mr. Hullo waa a veteran of tba Civil 
War, waa a writer aod publisher, and 
bto printing oflloe at No. 30 Broad street 
waa one of tba oldest business places to 
tbe town. He wee born In byraeuee, N. 
Y.. about 1839, aod earns to tbto towo In 
1858. Ha enlisted aa a volunteer la tba 
Thirteenth New Jersey Beglment, and 
remained In tbe eervlse until tbe regi¬ 
ment waa discharged. He wen ooe of 
tbe organizers of tba Thirteenth Begi¬ 
ns eat Association, and upon tba death 
of Hubert Toombs be waa mads histo¬ 
rian of tba regiment. Ha waa mlao a 
member of William B. Pierson Poet, 
Grand Army of ^tba Republic. 

Mr. Hullo waa a Journalist by profes¬ 
sion He published tbe Bloomfield 
tUcord tor several years, aod waa for 
a number of years publisher of tba Cm* 
zks, and waa a frequent contributor to 
tbe ooluaane of tbto paper. Ooe of bto 
teteet publications waa a boob entitled 
•• Ideal Bloomfield.” Ha waa also tba 
author aod publisher of a small book of 
local historical Interest entitled “Tba 
Church on tbe Green.” 

In politics be waa a free thinker. He 
waa a student of political economy. Tba 
tendency of polltloal parties to depart 
from principles and beoome tbe prey of 
professional politician# for purposes 
other than tbat of tba common good of 
tbe people, censed Mr. Hullo to assume 
an Independent attitude In polltloe. Hla 
aympatblee and bla pen were with those 
who were sincerely Interested in tbe 
common good of all tbe people. In pa¬ 
triotism be was seoood to no Republi¬ 
can. In bto faith In tba ability of tba 
people to conduct government, no ooe 
was more democratic, and those features
